Old Red Bluff Warehouses 
Burn In Spectacular Fire

A fire possibly caused by a 
transient cooking a meal de­ 
stroyed two large old warehous­ 
es on Monroe St. between Wal­ 
nut and Pine Sts. in Red Bluff 
early this morning. 
The old buildings were owned 
by Herman Dolling and A. L. 
Isensee of Red Bluff. Their 
estimated value was $25,000. 
Red Bluff Fire Chief Tom 
Gauthier said this morning at 
the scene of the fire: "W e found 
remnants of food near the nortt* 
east corner of the south building 
which was leased by Lyon and 
G arrett Hardware Co. for stor­ 
age. The fire started in this 
area. It*s possible a transient 
started a meal and le ft." The 
Red Bluff Fire Department was 
still investigating the cause of 
the fire today. 
Chief Gauthier reported the 
Red Bluff City Police notified 
the fire department at 2:16 
a.m . that fire and smoke were 
coming from the buildings. 
The warehouse used by Lyon 


and Garrett Hardware Co. coiw 
tained two pickup trucks, new 
and old appliances, including 
washers and dryers, according 
to Ralph Abbott, store manager. 
There was no immediate esti­ 
mate available. 


Three engines and a rescue 
unit from Red Bluff Fire De­ 
partment responded to the call. 
California Division of Forestry 
sent three engines. Chief Gautl* 
ier reported about 24 Red Bluff 
firem en and four Division of 
Forestry men were involved in 
fighting the fire. California Div­ 
ision of Forestry reportedly had 
two units at the scene in three 
minutes. 


“ We had the fire under con­ 
trol in less than 20 minutes. 
We received excellent response 


from the California Division of 
Forestry. 
The division units 
helped with the warehouse fires 
and 
also handled 
spot fires 
caused by flying brands from 
the w arehouses," Chief Gauth­ 
ier stated. 


A large crowd of onlookers 
gathered. 
The spot fires included minor 
damages to houses at 715 and 
725 Monroe St. Firem en report­ 
ed some damage to a shed be­ 
hind Johnnie Ross motorcycle 
shop, Walnut Street, and a gar­ 
age on Jefferson St. 


Red Bluff Fire Department 
reported 5,000 feet of 2x/z inch 
hose was laid at the fire scene 
and 2,000 feet of l l/z inch hose. 
Approximately 100,000 gallons 
of water was pumped, four 2Vi 


inch lines were used to control 
the fire. Two Deluge guns were 
both pumping about 700 gallons 
each at the start of the fire, 
according to the Red Bluff Fire 
Department. 
Chief Gauthier reported one 
engine of the Red Bluff depart­ 
ment was down for overhaul and 
the Division of Forestry did an 
exceUent job. 
Dolling said he thought both 
buildings were probably built 
before 1900. "W e had some odds 
and ends in the other building 
but little e ls e ," Dolling said. 
The Lyon and Garrett Co. mai*. 
ager reported their firm had 
used the warehouse 
for 20 
years. 
The property where the build­ 
ing stood is owned by Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company.

By DOUGLAS B. CORNELL 
WASHINGTON (AP) — PresU 
dent Nixon asked Congress to­ 
day to set up a random, lottery 
system for the military draft. 
Nixon recommended that 19- 
year-olds be subject to the first 
call but that they remain vul­ 
nerable to the draft for only 
one year rather than seven as 
under the existing system. 
" It is my conviction," Nixon 
said in a message to Congress, 
"that the disruptive impact of 
the military draft on individual 
lives should be minimized as 
much as possible, consistent 
with the national security. For 


this reason I am today asking 
the Congress for authority to 
implement important draft re­ 
fo rm s." 
The President repeated his 
stand that ideally there should 
be an all-volunteer armed force 
for the nation. He said he coiw 
tinned to believe that this ideal 
can be reached under more sta­ 
ble world conditions. 
He added: 
"Under present 
conditions, however, some kind 
of draft will be needed for the 
immediate future. As long as 
that is the case, we must do ev­ 
erything we can to lim it the dis­ 
ruption caused by the system 


and to make it as fair as possi­ 
b le ." 
The chief executive offered a 
six-point recommendation, top­ 
ped by changing from an old­ 
est-first to a youngest-first or­

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Those Aggravating Jams 


Red Bluff doesn't have much of a traffic congestion problem — 


yet. 
But tor short periods at a few places it can get pretty 


aggravating. 
Try to get onto Walnut St. from Washington, 


Jefferson, Jackson or Johnson at the peak hour, about 5 p.m. 
The wait seems Interminable as cars keep rolling by. In the 
case of Washington St., the frustration is compounded by the fact 
that traffic backed up from the Main St. signal often blocks 
the street, even when there is no moving traffic. The situation 
has brought repeated cries for traffic controls on Walnut, 
cries which were probable premature up to now. But now, or 
soon, it may be different. 


Putting in signal controls at an Intersection isn't something 


to be undertaken lightly. In the first place, It is costly. Con - 
struction of the type controlled by a time clock is approximately 
$12,000, and power and maintenance would amount to about 
$800 a year. Initial cost of more complicated types, running 
through side street detectors up to a full traffic computer type 
could be up to approximately $26,000. 


Then, in addition to the Initial cost, there are other reasons 


for not rushing into putting In controls without adequate prelim- 
inary study. 
They can delay traffic needlessly, reducing the 


capacity of the street, and can Increase rear-end collisions. 
Also, they can cause traffic to travel other routes to avoid 
the signals, and the other routes may not be as safe or as 
desirable for other reasons such as causing noise in residence 
areas. 


Still, when the time comes that the volume of traffic justifies 


it, the signal lights do improve what would become a snarled 
situation. Though traffic will not move as fast as it did in less 
crowded days and without the signals, It will flow more smoothly 
with signals than without when it becomes heavy. And there will 
be fewer right angle collisions. 


A survey at Walnut and Jackson Sts. conducted this past month 


shows that that intersection is about ready. Actually, the average 
delay there was found to be only 17 seconds. But there were 
recordings of some cars waiting up to nearly 90 seconds. It was 
found, too, that, for about three hours a day, traffic on Walnut 
St. exceeds the 750 vehicles per hour minimum set by the 
C alifornia State Division of Highways was warranting signals, 
and traffic from Jackson St. exceeded the 75 vehicles specified. 


That would seem to justify a signal control there, set to 


operate only during the hours of heaviest traffic. The Jackson 
St. signal would not completely solve the problems at Washington, 
Jefferson and Johnson, of course, but by making breaks in the 
Walnut St. traffic flow It would help.

WASHINGTON — Some signi- 
flciant developments have been 
taking place backstage regard- 
ing otto Otepka, the onetime 
State Department official drop- 
ped by both Democratic and Re- 
publican Secretaries of State 
for leaking security classified 
papers to Sen. Tom Dodd of 
Connecticut. 
First development took place 
inside 
the Senate Judiciary 


Committee last week. Sen. Ev- 
erett Dirksen, R-I11., tried to 
push confirmation of Otepka to 
the $36,000 job on the Subver- 
sive Activities Control Board. 
Nixon had appointed him to this 
post, at Dirksen's urging — 
quite a promotion from his old 
$14,000 State Department job. 
When Dirksen made this move 
at a closed -door session, Sens. 
Ted Kennedy of Massachusetts 
and Joe Tydlngs of Maryland 
asked to see a transcript of the 
Otepka hearings. They knew 
that 
a 
subcommittee very 


friendly 
to Otepka, including 


Sen. Dodd to whom he leaked 
the papers, had passed on his 
qualifications. 
And they sus- 


pected 
he had been asked no 


penetrating questions about his 
Nazi friends. 
Sen. Dirksen tried to brush 
Kennedy and Tydings aside. But 
Chairman 
Jim East land, D- 


Miss., ruled that the Senators 
had a right to read galley proof s 
of the hearing. So a vote was 
delayed. It comes to a head 
this week. 
Second development was reve- 
lation of a conspiracy to estab- 
lish a new security network 
with Otepka at the top. 


Third development was con- 
crete evidence that Otepka has 
been extremely close tothe neo- 
Nazi movement in the United 
States. 
Thus, as a member of theSub- 
versive 
Activities 
Control 


Board, charged with ruling on 
subversive organizations, Ote- 
pka would be called upon to pass 
upon the activities of his close- 
st friends and could protect 
them. 
NAZI LINKS TO OTEPKA 


It has now been established be- 
yond any possible doubt that the 
Liberty Lobby was one of the 
m ost indefatigable champions of 
Otepka. It has further been es- 
tablished beyond any doubt that 
the Liberty Lobby is a front for 
the neo-Nazi movement. 


At first an effort was made to 
conceal the links between the 
Liberty Lobby and the neo- 
Nazis. Their private link was 
Willis 
Carto, founder of 


both. Now, however, the Lib- 
erty Lobby is publicly push- 
ing the sale of paperback edi- 
tions of "Imperium," the new 
"Mein Kampf" of the Naziism 
in the United States. 
The link between Otepka and 
the Liberty Lobby has never 
been concealed. Liberty Lobby 
produced and distributed a film, 
"The Otepka Case." Liberty 
Lobby bulletins have consist- 
ently defended Otepka, consis- 
tently hammered his critics. 


However, the conspiracy to set 
up a new security organization 
is the most significant develop- 
ment of all. 
The 
Subversive 
Activities 


Control Board to which Otepka 
is being appointed has been in- 
active 
for years. 
It hasn't 


heard a single case of subver- 
sion. However, rightwing Sena- 
tors plan to revitalize it under 
Otepka's leadership. 
To this end they have already 
made Otepka's former assist- 
ant, John Norpel Jr., research 
director of the Senate Internal 
Security Committee. 
Furthermore, the plan to pass 
a new Internal Security Act, S. 
12, giving Otepka new powers 


to conduct witch hunts. 
Sen. Strom Thurmond, R-S.C., 
an author of S.12, describes it 
as follows: "The proposed In- 
ternal Security 
Act of 1969, 


now pending in the Senate, would 
set up a Central Security A- 
gency for all agencies of gov- 
ernment, under control of the 
Subversive Activities Control 
Board. 
"If this legislation passes," 
says Thurmond, "Mr. Otepka 
will once again deal with secur- 
ity evaluation, not only for the 
State Department, but for all 


the government." 
These are some of the vital 
issues to be discussed behind 
the closed doors of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee. The pub- 
lic will not be present. Later, 
presumably, the issues will also 
be discussed on the Senate floor.

NEW YORK (AP)— The eq. 


uity or income kicker, which 
gives mortgage lenders on in. 
come properties some of the 
profits as well as interest, is 
kicking up a fuss among some 
real estate people. 


Just months ago the big mon. 


ey lenders were content to earn 
interest on their loans. Now, 
however, they are seeking addi. 
tional income by sharing in the 
profits or the increased value of 
the properties they finance. 


Inflation is said to be the 


cause of the situation, but a lot 
Of real estate dealers are bet* 
ting that even if economic sta> 
bility returns the com mon morU 
gage on income properties is 
never again going to be a rela- 
tively simple document. 


They reason that once iha big 


lenders such as savings banks 
and insurance companies taste 
a piece of the action, as several 
real estate men put it, they 
wont be satisfied to earn their 
return on Interest alone. 


The development is a tacit ad- 


mission that the fixed dollar re. 
turn on investments, so long 
preached by life insurers in 
selling policies, is inadequate in 
today's inflated economy. 


If a company lends money on 


a conventional mortgage of 8.5 
per cent for 25 years and does 
not include a kicker, it faces 
two dangers: 


First, interest rates might 


continue to rise but the lender 
would to* locked in at lower 
rates; second, inflation might 
dilute the return on the Invest. 
ment.

dom, for failure to find enough 
of substance, enough which is 
substantively 
oppressive, to 


fight against. "... Students 
are reduced to rebelling a- 
gainst their own freedom. Thus 
they object to their academic 
freedom and insist on restrict- 
ing the right of the less mili- 
tant students to consider em- 
ployments they disapprove of 
(or to listen to speakers they 
disapprove of), and of the fac- 
ulty to undertake research they 
disapprove of." 


Add to the difficulty, the fail- 
ure of the faculty and adminis- 
tration to assert their own au- 
thority. That failure "makes it 
hard (for the students) to keep 
on defying them. It means, for 
the students, that they need to go 
on to protest against the syste- 
mic, rather than the specific 


order." An overview suggests 
that it should be listed among 
student demands that the ad- 
ministration should not accede 
to them, that being the princi- 
pal source of psychological sat- 
isfaction, and the only means 
of keeping the students' atten- 
tion from cosmic re-arrange- 
ments. 
The point then is that the 
legitimate complaints 
of the 


student are truly irrelevant to 
the existing crisis. That is why 
such grand statements as that 
of Amherst and others, which 
deal with students' grievances 
against the world they live in, 
are, as an existential matter, 
simply irrelevant. As irrele- 
vant, in context, as the exact 
democratic composition of the 
South Vietnam Government; as 
irrelevant as the question of the 
legitimacy of De Gaulle when 
he appointed himself leader of 
the forces of liberation; as ir- 
relevant as the failure uf the 
House of Commons to call a 
new election during the second 
world war. There is only one 
relevancy now, and that is the 
survival of educational institu- 
tions, and a consensus on the 
question of order and proce- 
dure. 


In every situation there is a 
hierarchy of values, and to su- 
perordinate one value (where 
to build the gym) when another 
value (order and freedom)takes 
precedence, is to make the most 
critical mistake, such a mistake 
as Abraham Lincoln once re- 
marked, when defending his use 
of power to defend the Consti- 
tution, no free society can get 
away with making.

CHILDREN and even adults 


occasionally swallow a toxic 
or poisonous substance. It is 
surprising that such avoidable 
accidents still occur despite 
the most intensive safety cam- 
paigns by public health offi- 
cials.

regular, sensible inspection of

original containers far beyond 
the reaching hands of the curi- 
ous child. Never should any of 
these fluids be poured into soft 
drink or milk bottles, that 
represent common household 
treats to the youngster 


All large cities have a poi- 


son control center where im- 
mediate information can be ob- 
tained for the treatment of 
any poisoning. They can only 
be helpful if the ingredients 
are known from an intact la- 
bel. Areas far distant from 
these centers can get the same 
information and the telephone 
number should be clearly and 
distinctly listed. 


Immediate emergency treat- 


ment for most poisons is to 
induce vomiting. This can be 
done by tickling the back of 
the throat with a finger or 
with 
a 
blunt, unbreakable 


wooden or plastic stick. Eggs 
and milk are beneficial anti- 
dotes for poisoning. A table- 
spoonful of baking soda mixed 
in a glass of warm water 
swallowed and 
followed bv 


large quantities of plain warm 
water can dilute the poison in

the stomach. These are tem- 
porary measures to be used 
only if one's doctor or the poi- 
son control center is not im- 
mediately available.

pressed anxiety about this has 
been responsible for having a 
smaller family when a larger 
one might have been wanted. 


When the general health is 


good, there should be no par- 
ticular concern that a preg- 
nancy at this age will be un- 
usual or that the child will 
not be perfectly healthy. Every 
woman can learn by consulta- 
tion with a gynecologist or 
family physician if there is 
any unusual risk for a first 
or subsequent pregnancy. 


Modern medical care, espe- 


cially when it is given as soon 
as pregnancy is established, 
and the safety of anesthesia 
reduce the risk of childbirth 
at this productive period in a 
woman's life.

Try to ret onto Walnut St. from Washtnfton, 
Jefferaon, Jarkeon or Johnson at the peak hour, about 5 p jn . 
The wait seems Interminable as cars keep rolllnr by. In the 
case of Washinvton St., the frustration Is compounded by the fact 
that traffic backed up from the Main St. slcnal often blocks 
the street, even when there Is no movtnc traffic. The situation 
has brouftit repeated cries for traffic controls on Walnut, 
cries which were probable prem ature up to now. But now, or 
soon. It may be different. 
Putttnr In slvnal controls at an Intersection isn't something 
to be undertaken lightly. 
In the first plsce. It is costly. Con­ 
struction of the type controlled by a time clock Is approximately 
$12,000, and power and maintenance would amount to about 
$800 a year. 
Initial cost of more complicated types, running 
through side street detectors up to a full traffic computer type 
could be up to approximately $26,000. 
Then, In addition to the initial cost, there are other reasons 
for not rushing Into putting In controls without adequate prelim ­ 
inary study. 
They can delay traffic needlessly, reducing the 
capacity of the street, and can Increase rear-end collisions. 
A lso, they can cause traffic to travel other routes to avoid 
the signals, and the other routes may not be as safe or as 
desirable tor other reasons such as causing noise In residence 
areas. 
StlU, when the rime comes that the volume of traffic Justifies 
It, the signal lights do Improve what would become a snarled 
situation. Though traffic will not move as fast as it did In less 
crowded days and without the signals, It will flow more smoothly 
with signals than without when It becomes heavy. And there will 
be fewer right angle collisions. 
A survey at Walnut and Jackson Sts. conducted this past month 
shows that that intersection is about ready. Actually, the average 
delay there 
was found to be only 17 seconds. But there were 
recordings of some cars waiting up to nearly 90 seconds. It was 
found, too, that, for about three hours a day, traffic on Walnut 
St. exceeds the 750 vehicles per hour minimum set by the 
California State Division of Highways was warranting signals, 
and traffic from Jackson St. exceeded the 75 vehicles specified. 
That would seem to Justify a signal control there, set to 
operate only during the hours of heaviest traffic. The Jackson 
St. signal would not completely solve the problems at Washington, 
Jefferson and Johnson, of course, but by miking breaks in the 
Walnut St. traffic flow it would help.

It has further been e s­ 
tablished beyond any doubt that 
the Liberty Lobby is a front for 
the neo-Nazi movement. 
At first an effort was made to 
conceal the links between the 
Liberty Lobby and the neo- 
Nazis. Their private link was 
W i 111 s 
Carto, founder of 
both. Now, however, the Lib- 
erty Lobby is publicly push­ 
ing the sale of paperback edi­ 
tions of “ Imperium," the new 
“ Mein Kampf" of the Naziism 
in the United States. 
The link between Otepka and 
the Liberty Lobby has never 
been concealed. Liberty Lobby 
produced and distributed a film, 
“ The Otepka Case.” Liberty 
Lobby bulletins 
have consist­ 
ently defended Otepka, consis­ 
tently hammered his critics. 
However, the conspiracy to set 
up a new security organization 
is the most significant develop­ 
ment of all. 
The 
Subversive 
Activities 
Control Board to which Otepka 
is being appointed has been in­ 
active 
for years. 
It hasn’t 
heard a single case of subver­ 
sion. However, rightwing Sena­ 
tors plan to revitalize it under 
Otepka’s leadership. 
To this end they have already 
made Otepka’s former assist­ 
ant, John Norpel Jr., research 
director of the Senate Internal 
Security Committee. 
Furtherm ore, the plan to pass 
a new Internal Security Act, S. 
12, giving Otepka new powers 


THE KIDS’ COMPLAINT 
Throughout the din, there ts 
a sound that reaches many fac­ 
ulty, and a few others, who by 
nature look for the other side of 
the picture. Could it be that the 
students have in fact something 
to complain about? Have they

NEW YORK (AP)—The eq» 
uity or income kicker, which 
gives mortgage lenders on in­ 
come 
properties some of the 
profits as well as interest, is 
kicking up a fuss among some 
real estate people. 
Just months ago the big morw 
ey lenders were content to earn 
interest on their loans. Now, 
however, they are seeking addi» 
tional income by sharing in the 
profits or the increased value of 
the properties they finance. 
Inflation is said to be the 
cause of the situation, but a lot 
of real estate dealers are bet» 
ting that even if economic sta» 
bility returns the common mort­ 
gage on income properties is 
never again going to be a rela* 
tively simple document. 
They reason that once the big 
lenders such as savings banks 
and insurance companies taste 
a piece of the action, as several 
real estate men put it, they 
w on't be satisfied to earn their 
return on interest alone. 


The development is a tacit ad» 
m ission that the fixed dollar re. 
turn 
on investments, so long 
preached by life insurers in 
selling policies, is inadequate in 
today's inflated economy. 
If a company lends money on 
a conventional mortgage of 8.5 
per cent for 25 years and does 
not include a kicker, it faces 
two dangers: 


F irst, interest rates might 
continue to rise but the lender 
would be locked 
in at lower 
rates; second, inflation might 
dilute the return on the invest­ 
ment. 


fessors, whose services are

oppressive, to 
fight against. “ . . . Students 
are reduced to rebelling a- 
gainst their own freedom. Thus 
they object to their academic 
freedom and insist on re stric t­ 
ing the right of the less m ili­ 
tant students to consider em­ 
ployments they disapprove of 
(or to listen to speakers they 
disapprove of), and of the fac­ 
ulty to undertake research they 
disapprove of.” 
Add to the difficulty, the fail­ 
ure of the faculty and adminis­ 
tration to assert their own au­ 
thority. That failure “ makes it 
hard (for the students) to keep 
on defying them. It means, for 
the students, that they need to go 
on to protest against the syste­ 
m ic, rather than the specific 


order.” An overview suggests 
that It should be listed among 
student 
demands that the ad­ 
m inistration should not accede 
to them, that being the princi­ 
pal source of psychological sa t­ 
isfaction, and the only means 
of keeping the students’ atten­ 
tion from cosmic re-arrange­ 
ments. 
The point then is that the 
legitim ate 
complaints 
of the 
student are truly irrelevant to 
the existing crisis. That is why 
such grand statements as that 
of Amherst and others, which 
deal with students’ grievances 
against the world they live in, 
are, as an existential matter, 
simply irrelevant. As irre le ­ 
vant, in context, as the exact 
democratic composition of the 
South Vietnam Government; as 
irrelevant as the question of the 
legitimacy of De Gaulle when 
he appointed himself leader of 
the forces of liberation; as i r ­ 
relevant as the failure of the 
House of Commons to call a 
new election during the second 
world war. There is only one 
relevancy now, and that is the 
survival of educational institu­ 
tions, and a consensus on the 
question of order and proce­ 
dure. 
In every situation there Is a 
hierarchy of values, and to su­ 
perordinate one value (where 
to build the gym) when another 
value (order and freedom )takes 
precedence, is to make the most 
critical mistake, such a mistake 
as Abraham Lincoln once re ­ 
marked, when defending his use 
of power to defend the Consti­ 
tution, no free society can get 
away with making.

ing life jackets, were fishing 
near the mouth of Battle Creek 
when the mishap occurred.

Lanterman said he hopes to 
settle the disputes by the end 
of this week and the beginning 
of next week and send the 
budget to the Assembly floor. 
A fight over the state fair — 
the first budget fight of the 
session —was the highlight of 


the three -hour meeting. 
Reagan's economy -minded fi­ 
nance director, Caspar Wein­ 
berger, argued tor more money 
for the felr. Without the addt- 
ttonal funds —eliminated by a 
aut>commlttee — Weinberger 
said the exposition would have to 
be mothballed. 
Considering the fair lost heav­ 
ily when It nuwed to a new site 


last year, Walnberger aald if 
lt were held thte year, private 
enterprise might he pursuaded 
to step In and Invest.

Alan Post warned the fair was

Vital Part Of Package

SACRAMENTO (AP) - State 
Finance Director Caspar Weir* 
berger says a proposed income 
tax hike is ” a vital part” of Gov. 
Reagan's tax reform package. 
Weinberger made the com­ 
ment Monday after the head of 
the Assembly Revenue and Tax­ 
ation Committee said the tax 
proposal would probably be 
dropped from a compromise tax 
reform bill. 
Chairman William T. Bagley, 
R-San Anselmo, said the one 
per cent tax on adjusted gross 
Income would hit low-income 
families just as hard as rich 
ones — and would come under 
strong fire from organized la­ 
bor and other groups. 
Weinberger said the commit­ 


tee has not yet taken action on 
the governor's package, and as 
far as he knows the tax hike Is 
still “ very much alive." 
” 1 think It's an offhand com­ 
ment and you shouldn't take lt 
too seriously,” he said. "1 think 
it's quite early to assume that 
a vital portion of the program 
will not be included.” 
The average California tax­ 
payer would pay an additional 
50 per cent in state income tax 
under the Reagan plan. But the 
increased funds would be re­ 
turned to homeowners in the 
form of a 50 per cent cut 
In property tax. 
The object of the tax Is to 
shift much of the cost of ruiw 
ning local schools from the 
property tax to the income tax.
